LOS8 OF THE LAUREL FRIGATE. 


Esxtract of a letter from an Officer of the 
Laurel, dated Plyimouth Dock, Feb. 8. 


„£4 We had for five weeks been employed 
blockading fourline of battle ships in the 
port of L’Orient. The Maidstone frigate 
was dispatched by Sir Harry Neale, to order 
us to Qniberon Bay, where we arrived on the 
evening of the 30th. The fleet was employed 
all that night in watering the Luurel, as we 
had been selected as one of three frigates or. 
dered to pursue three French frigates that had 
escaped from the Loire, At eight in the morna 
ing of the 3lst we weighed, in company with 
the Hofdand Ahin frigates, made sail through 
the passage Taigneuse, it blowing very hard, 
the Rota led through the passage, the Luurel 
_unfortanately followed; the Rota’s pilot lost 
the marks, and got bewildered, it being then 
extremely hazy. The Rota estaped the rocks 
—we struck on the Govivas, à sunken rock, 
as did the Rhin, but was not damaged to the 
extent the Laurel was, whoscfalsekeel & part 
of the main immediately floated alongside, and 
a large hole in her bottom The Laurel was 
backed off and brought to am anchot, sails 
furled, and all hands to the pumps. In this 
disastrous state we continued pumping for one. 
hour and an half, when it was reported the 
ship was gaining fast, and would be down in 
ten minutes. 'Fhe cable was cat, and the ship 
run on shore on a reef of rocks, about one 
mile fremthe Ereuch coast, in order to save 
the lives of the men. The enemy directly 
commenced a heavy fire of shot and shell from 
tbeir batteries and field.picces. Ia order to 
" save the Itves of the erew,‚a flag of truce was 
.koisted. . The enemy continued their fire“until 
‚we dispatched three boats, with about seventy 
men and four officers, on shore, when the fire 
ceased, we imagine, in consequence’of our of. 
ficers remoustrating against the iahumanity of 
firing on defericèless men ; but such was their 
want of feeling, which must for ever stamp 
the French name with infämy, that they would 
not sufler our boats to return for the semaine 
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der of the officers and ship’s company, who 
must have perished, had it net been for the 
brave and indefatigable Captain Summerville, 
wlio, against the remoustrance of his pilot, 
worked his ship up among the rocks, brought 
her te anchor, and took the remainder off the 
wreck, after remaining thero several hours, 
with no prospect of saving our lives, except 
by a raft we were then preparing, on the 
Rote’ s boat; taking the remainder of the men 
from the Luurel, the eneiny commenced firing 
again on the boats, uatil they were out of reach. 
of shot. At the time of my quitting the ship, 
she was entirely under water; the men were 
hanging on the weather.bulwark for ‘several 
hours before leaving the wreck. Thus was 
lost one of the finest, fast sailing ships his 
Majesty ever possessed, from the haziness of, 


the weather, and ignorance of the French,

had no participation in their gains, and they 
have uniformly failed in making good their 
annual engagements. He adverted to the 
Ninth Report of the Commmittee, in 1782, 
which was drawn up by Me. Burke, aud 
which contains a great mass of information. 
It is there satisfactorily laid down, that the Fast 
India Company are no longer Merchants, but 
great Lendholders; that their ficets are for 
‘the purose of carrying out, not the manufac- 
tures of this counfry, but stors, and they 
bring home the tributes and rents arising from 
the manufactures there. If the House was to 
refer to this Report, and to the examination 
of Mr. Hastings, he was convinced that they 
“would not consent to the monstrous farce of the 
Committee which was proposed — There was 
an additional reason for eútermg into a pubiie 
discussion of this subject. In the account of 
the proper!y tax, it appeared that the amount 
of the sums collected in 1811 was 1,1C0,00U/.

tries, and America in particular, derived 
incalenlablte advantages from the Indian trade; 
it was, therefore, fair to conclude that the 
skill of our merchants would make this great 
portion of the world hiznly beneficiat” to the 
nation and its revenues, If any accitent 
should arise to the Company's terrtortal 
possessions, what would become of the 
stockholders, when they were aiready encunie 
bered with thirty mithens. ‘Fakmg into 
cunsidratson the manner in whicn the lest 
agreement was made, he concvived that every 
arrangement upon this subject sliould be a 
matter of jublie discussiun ard inguiry. 

Mr. Grant had a bigh respect for the 
orinion of Mr. Burke, but that Rezort of 
his could give no idea of the present state of 
India. In many acts of the Government the 
Con:pany had been no party, as they had 
been framed without their concurrence. kt 
was a mistake to state, thaf haif a uithuun had 
been given for a monopoly of the bimba trade, 
as it had been given for permissionto extend 
their tereitory. He thought th: prbhe would 
be disaipomied mm the expeetaunons formed 
from laying opea the trade to India. The 
Coinpany were vo parcies to tie trade of tue 
Americans with Iudia, as that was an act of 
the Government. The Americans were trca — 
ed as neatrals, and we werg in a state of 
war; but, should war cease, their trade would 
be reduced to articles of their own consunipe 
tion, At present they had access to all tüe 
French ports. A private trade had been 
allowed in the time of Cromwell, and had 
turned out eo ruinous to those embarked in 
it, that a petition huil been presented to the 
Protector, praving for the, resestablishment 
of the Company. Though articles were 
cheaper, the trade was ruined. Tre Ostend 
Compauy was estanlished upon the same 
principle with the EBuglish, 

Tre Chancellor of the Exchequer felt 
surprise at the representation that had been 
made of the amount of the property tax for 
the two last years. If the produce of the 
property tax should be taken up toa futur® 
quarter, the diiferenee was only 2#9,0U0l 
betwixt the two years, and the amount last 
year greater by 789,000/. than that of any 
other year than the one immediately preced. 
ing. The great produce of that year (:810) 
arose from measures which had often been 
complained of in that House. he ettect of 
his measures had been, to call in outstanding 
arrears and the produce could not be equally 
great, when no arrears existed.

AMERICA. 

Mr. Whitbread said, all parties profess that 
they deprecate the ida of a war with ‘America 
—all parties profess that such an event is but 
too probable, Those who conducted the ai- 


faîrs of Amsrica and of this country had uni. 
formiy declared, that each was actuated by 
the most conciliatory disposition; it had 
however, uafortunately turned out, thât 
notwithstanding this most friend!y disposition 
on our side, the breach had widened from day 
to day. It might be seen from the speech of 
the President, that war was the inevitable con- 
sequence of the pernicious system which 
Great Britain had adopted. The case was 
before the world, with the exception of the 
two House of Parliament of the British km. 
pire; every one who read the papers knew 
the case, but the British Parliament knew 
it not. ‘The great question which they had 
to decide was, whether they should or should 
not go to war with America? and unless in. 
formation was officially and techuically com. 
municated to the House, which might be re- 
ferred to as documents en the table, they 
could not form any decision. If the markets 
of the western world were open to nur trade, 
innumerable would be the blessings which 
would ensue to this country ; but if a war 
with America was resolved on, the greatest 
evils must be expected. It was very well in 
us to talk of chastising America, of erushing 
and annihilating her; but, in his opinion, 
our greatest efforts could not accomjhish the 
one or the other.— The news which had lately 
arrived made it important that the House 
should be in the possession of every infurmae 
tion. The effects of the Bijl now agitated in 
Congress would, if passed, give great unibrage 
to France, after what had occured in the 
course of their negotiations; he therefore 
thought that weshould watch for and svize 
this opportunity of amicably adjusting the 
differences. He concluded by moving 

‘< That an humble Address be presented to 
his Royal lighness the Prince Regent, that 
he will be pleased to direct, that there be laid 
before the House, Copies of the Correspon. 
dence between the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Auairs, and the American Charge 
d'Aitaires, from Jan. 1, 1810, te the latest 
period; together with Copies of Correspone 
deuce between Mr. Foster and Mr. Munro, 
aud of the documents referred to thersin.”” 

Mr. Stejhen sai, considering as he did the 
importance of the quesaou, he would content 
humself with saying, generaliy, tat never was 
there any thing more unfounded than the as. 
sertiun, that the conduct of this country to 
America was unjust. Nothing but a wish to 
conc.liate, could justify his Majesty's Minis- 
ters in the persevering and almost humiliating 
line of conduct whien they had adopted, for 
the purpose of avoiding a rupture with A 
merica. ‘The question was not, whether we 
were to go to war with America, bat whether 
America was to goto war with us è 

Mr. Curwen said, the state of the country 
called serivusly on Ministers to retrace their 
steps. America had a right to dispose of her 
commerce as she pleased, and no couutr 
should have the power to call that right in 
question. Whatever might be the pertinacity 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer on this 
head, he sincerely hoped that he would not 
be long in a situation to retain it with any 


erteet —( Hear, hear! and laughing.) 


The Caancstlor of tne Exchequer would 
maintain that th- language of the isritish Gore 
ernmeut with respeet to conculiation had veen 
always sincere, while at the same time it was 
austous not to give up rights, which, if Great 
Britain relinguished, would degrade her from 
the rank wuich she held amo1z tie Nations of 
the worid. With the remark that the pros. 
perity of America was that of Great Britain, 
he perfvctly agremnt—=( Meur !)—=A deeided 
common advantage would be obtained hy: 
peace, and lost by a state of war, and, as far 
as was consiste:t with the rights of Great 
Britain, should be preserved. Ît was imnpos. 
s:ble, however, to eossent to the production 
of the papers, without seeing many points 
into whien it might be inexpedieut to enter. 
An Hon, Gentleman had expressed a hope 
that this negociatiun might soon he in other 
hands ; but he was inclhined to believe that the 
Hon. Gentleman's cousvlatory views would 
not open upon him so soon as he imagined; 
nor if the conduct recvinrdended by that Hon 
Gentleman should be adopted, should he wisi 
to be the Minister who was to carry it into 
execution. 

Mr. Baring was apprehensive that, from 
the (celings of the country, a war could hard. 
ly be avoided, 1Mf discussions were actually 
pending betwixt the two Governments, thu 
production of the papers might be inex- 
pedient. 

Mr. Hutchinson said, if he were called on 
to give his vote ou the difercnees between 
this country and America, he should give his 
vote for America, and against his own coun- 
try. Hr had no confidence in Ministers. — 
(A4 lauzh. )ke had no confidence in the 
planderers of America, and the authors of the 
accursed ery of ** No popery.”’ They did not 


‘merit the conúilenee of Parliament, nor the 


eontidence of the country. 

Mr. Li ster eontended that Ministers carried 
op attaurs well, and were enuticd to the gra.

He deprecated fa strong terms the 
late scandalons proceedings, so prejudicial to 
the character and so mjurious to the interests f 
of the country, by wiich Nottingham and its ; 
neighbourhood had been distinguished, Hs d 
had, however, swine consolation in the cone £ 
viction, that the hopes which he had formerly £ 
expressed upon the subject were in a graat k 
measure realized. — he disturbances had been £ 
sitbsiding gradually, and were at lenght toe} 
taily checked. He, however, did not imagine} 
that there vas no possibility of a repetition of £ 
the enormities so flagrautly practised, and inf 
order to prevent as eflectually as- possible & 
their recurrence, he thought it his duty tof 
anply to the judgment of the [Touse. Thet 
House was nut ignorant of the extent of thek 
mischief committed by those gangs of frameaë 
breakers, who acted with such cunning and 
determination, that they were seldom unsucat 
cessful in any of their attempts to distroy the 
machinery of the manufacturers.

guese militia, consisting of 80,000 men, 
forming the grand aggregate of an army of 
above 200,0C0 men. itmust also be recol. 
lected that the armed population of Portugal 
amounted to 150,000 men. Under such cir. 
cumstances, and with sucha force at his com 
mand, he was really at a loss to conceive how 
Lord Wellington could: justiy be entitled to 
the praises bestowed upon him by the Right 
Hon. Gentleman. Did the Committee recol. 
lect the entrance into Portugal of General 
Massena with sixty thousand men, who main. 
tained their ground for such 4 considerable 
peried of time; whom farine alotre compelled 
to retreat, and who, when they did retreat, 
although they retired in the face of a superior 
army, and through an hostile population, lost 
no single advantage, but maintained them. 
selves unbroken and untouched.? Was there 
much cause of triumph on that occasion ? 
And in the present campaign, what had been 
obtained? Ciudad Rodrigo! He had been 
informed by military men, that this was a 
fortress which any army prepondrrating at 
the moment must ievitabiy reduce; that the 
outworks were of little avail, aud that it re. 
quired a garrison of 40VQ men. The garrison 
whichit contained, however, when attaeked 
by the British, did nut exceed 1500 in number, 
The place was assaulted by 12,000 troops, 
and Lord Wellington himself said in his dis. 
patches, that the feint, which was not meant 
actually to operate, had really succeeded in 
taking the place. (_ Hear, hear, hear!) 
Gentlemen cried, ““ hear, hear.” What he had 
stated might shew valour in the troops; but 
it wasa strong proof of the weakness of the 
place. To lay such stress on a victory like 
that, was to shew the country was in a most 
fallen and degrad-d situation. In another 
quarter, the French had achieved considerable 
advantages. Suchet had conquersd Valencia, 
and in the course of the campaign, had sent 
to Frauce 47,000 prisoners, iveluding 2000 
officers. Badajos, notwithstanding the evin 
dent anxiety of the British General to relieve 
it, had fallen. In. the attempt to.succaur 
that place, 12,000 men had been lost at the 
battle of Albuera—(ddear, hear, hear!) 
He presumed that his statement was an exag- 
geratiun:- (Hear, hear, hear!) At any rate 
Lord Wellington had been compelled to 
retreat. And yet of how mach greater im. 
portance was Badajos titan Ciudad Rodrigo ! 
The former only one handred and tweuty 
miles from Lisbon, anl the accoss to that 
city casy and uamoltested; the latter three 
bourdrecd and tweuty miles distant from it, and 
the approach. guarded by formikable passes 
The joy, therefore, manifosted on the reduce. 
tion of Ciudad Rodrigo, was for the purpose 
of public delusion; but even had that Fortress 
cen of much greater importance, he thought 
few wonld contend that its reduction would 
materially inffuence the fual issue of the war 
in Spain. En the mean while, if the people of 
Fingland were to pay so dearly for such ad. 
vantages, as they were term-d, tho sooner that 
war was over the better. There was aue iact 
which, in his opinion, was decisive with ros. 
pect to the probable termination of the con. 
test.— Whenever the English had power in 
Spain, the Inquisition was established ; where 
ever the French had power, that drtestable iin. 
stitution existed no longer. Was that the 
kind of liberty which Englishmen were 
called upon to maintain with their blood 
and treasure? In his opinion it woul.l be 
most indefensible to grant such a sun 
from the public revenue at a moment 
when the situation of the Ernpire had tor- 
eed itself on the ‘consideration of. Parlia- 
ment; and when Partiament had bven 
able to devise ne better means of coun- 
teracting the eff.cis of hunger and des- 
pair, than by increasing the number of ca« 
pital punishmeuts. Far better would the 
money which was now moved for be ap- 
plied in the a!leviation of those distresses, 
and. he had hoped that betore Partiament 
had consented to hang men for offences, 
prompted by necessity, it wouid have at 
least inguired into the mode of preventing 
a recurrence of such events.—lf the hope 
which existed with-respect to the issue of 
the contest, in the Peninsula were as flat- 
tering, as in his opinion the despodency 
was just—if the achievements dwelé upoa

to which his whole military career had entitled 
him. Whatever might be the state of the man. 
ufacturers to whom the Honourable Baronet 
had altuded, was the period of their distress 
the period at which the nation were to cast a. 
side their gratitude for the signal services ren. 
dered by her champiou? But the application 
which the Hon. Baronet would advise to alle. 
viate the distresses of which he had spoken, 
would havean effect, he sincerely believed, 
opposite in the extreme; it would aggravate 
instead of removing. The merits of Suchet 
had been cited in competition with those of 
Lord Wellington. The Hon; Baronet had 
stated that they were superior. He (Mr. C.} 
would not enter upon any comparison be. 
tween the talents and the successes of the two 
Generals. It was sufficient for him to know 
that Suchet was not the subject of the present 
motion (hear, hear). Indeed he might argue 
otherwise if it was in the contemplation of 
Gentlemeu to substitute the name of Suchet in 
the place of Lord Wellington. (Hear!) 
The Hon. Baronet had said, that the capture 
of Ciudad Rodrige was not an eminent milita- 
ry achievement. He(Mr. C.) was not pos- 
sessed of the means of ascertaining whether it 
was marked by any pecultarity of marttal fre 
and skill; but he recollected that Lord Wel. 
lington had been sent out to save Portugal, 
and that at a period when its salvation was al. 
most hopeless. and if the object should be af- 
fected, to march into Sjain, for the purpose 
of giving to that country the assistance which 
his ailities were so capable of renderiug— 
In both these objects he had been successful. 
To the one country he had given salvation— 
to the other, hope ( Hear, hear!) The Hon. 
Baronet grudged Lord Wellington 20001. per 
annum from the fauds of thecountry. What 
a contrast to the gratitude of the other nations 
connected with us; 15,0001. per aunum had 
been offered to Lord Wellington by foreign 
gratitude, and refused by him —( fear, 
Hear!) Keep (said Lord Wellington in 
the üeld) the expression of your gratitude to 
yourselves==r0o my country Í louk for re. 
ward.” 6 No (said the Hon. Baronet at 
home), we'll teach our Alltes oat to riot in 
our praise; we'll shew them that wêcaa con. 
quer, and condemn the conqueror at the same 
time,"’…He wished that the grant: to Lord 
Wellington had been larger; it was not ade- 
quate tó thc extent of his services. Lt should 
be considered how much he had had in his 
power, an how much he had cast away. 

The motion was carried unanimously, with 
the exception of Sir Francis Burdett, who dis- 
tinc!ly negatived it.

ARMY ESTIMATES. 

Lord Palmertoo. moved the Army Estimates. 

Mr. Bankes objected to scveral of the Ere 
timates, and particularly the charge for the 
office of Paymaster of Widow's Pensions. 
The ease was the moreextraordinary, when it 
was remembered, that Commissioners, Milita- 
ry Counm.ssioinersy appointed by a Govern. 
ment whose views were not peculiarly favour. 
able to the abolition of sinecure places, had 
reported of this very office, “that it was exe- 
cated entirely by deputy and clerks, that tho 
privcipal never appeared at all in the business, 
that the office appeared to them unnecessary, 
that the public derived no benefit from. it, that 
i: was a perfect sinecure to the principal, and 
not much less so to the deputy, and that, as it 
created an unuecessary expence to the public, 
it ought no longer to exist. 

„ Colonel M-Mahon said it had beea asserted, 
with more justice than kindness, that his site 
uvation about the person of his Royal [ligh. 
ness the Prince Regent was fully adequate to 
his services. He would go further than that, 
however : he would say, that in the generous 
and nobie heart of his Royal Master his ser. 
vices had been greatly over-valucd. He had 
r_ceived rewards beyond his deserving: but 
ta:y were such rewards, bestowel with such 
grace, such condesceusion, that gratitude was 
the ouly return he could offer, and while he 
lived, his heart, his soul, his life should be 
devoted to the Prince who had thus distin- 
gnished him. ‘T'o those who had doubted his 
claims-to the situation as far as regarded mili 
tary services, he was bound in justice to him. 
self to observe, that he could appeal to, Come 
maaders under whom he had served, men. now 
distinguished for their military conduct ; whe.

two or three assistants. He gnd bow, 

however, with entire acquiescente to what. 

ever might be the determination of the 

House ; and he would-conclude by declar« 

ingsthat the recollection of the kindness 


and hiberality with which his personal cha- 


racter had been treated. by several Right 


Honourable and Honourable Members, 
was to hima richer reward, a more de- 
lightfal gratification than couil result 
from all the wealth and alt the oflices on 
earth. \ 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ob- 
served, that the appointment did not form 
the slightest impediment to Parlia:ment 
exercising its right, just the sameas if the 
appointment had not taken place.

As the restrictions òu the exercise of 
the Royal Authority will shortly expire, 
when Ì must make my arrangements for the 
future Administration of the powers with 
which Ì am invested, f think it right to 
conmmunicate to you those sentitnents which 
I was withheld from expressing at an carlier 
period of the Session, by my varnest desire, 
that the expected motion on the afairs of 
Ireland might undergo the deliberate dis. 
Cussion of Parliament, unmixed with any 
other consideration. 

“* Fthink it hardly necessary to call your 
scollection to the recent circumstances un. 
der which Ì assomed the authority delegated 
to me by Parliament. At a moment of 
unexampled difficulty and danger, t was 
cailed upon to make a selection of persons 
to whom | should entrust the fanctious of 
the Bxecutive Government. My sense of 
duty to our Royal Father solely decided 
that chuice; and every private feeling gave 
way to considerations which admitted of 
no doubt or hesitatron. Iterust 1 acted in 
that respect as the genvine representative 
of the August Person whose functions 1 was 
appointed to discharge; and £ have the sa. 
tisfaction of knowing, that such was the 
opinion of persúns, for’ whose judgment 
and honourable principles T entertain the 
highest respect in varivus instances, as you 
well know, Where thetaw of the last Seca 
sion left me ät fall liberty, [ waved any 
personal grätification, in order ‘that his 
Majesty might resume, on his restoration 
to health, every power and prerogative be. 
longing to his Crown. Î certainly am the 
last person in thé kingdom to whom it can 
be permitted to despair of our Royal Fa. 
ther’s recovery. A new era is now arrived, 
and’ Ì cannot but reflect with satiefaction, 
on the eveuts which have: distinguished the 
short p-riod of my restricted Regency.

stead of sutiering in'the loss of her. posses. 
sions, by the gigantie force which has been 
employed against them, Great- Britain has 
added niost important acquïsitions to her 

lmpire,— The National Faith has been pre. 
served inviolate towards our Allies, and if 
character is strength, as applied toa nation, 
the increased and increasing reputation of 
his Majesty’s- arms will shew to the Nations 
of the. Contingat how much they may still 
achieve when animated by a glorious spirit 
of resistance to a foreign yoke. In the 
Critical situation of the war in the Peninsula, 
Ï shall be most anxious to avoid any measure 
which can ‘lead my Allies to suppose that I 
mean to depart from the present system, 
Perseverance alone can achieve the grat 
object in question; and F cannot withbold 
my approbation from those who have hon. 
ourably distinguished themselves in sup- 
port of it. Ì have no predilection to in- 
dulge,—no resentments to gratify,—no ob.

Jiberations of Parliament on the affairs of 
Ireland. This ig a subject, above all others, 
jmportant in itself, and conueeted with the 
most pressing dangers. Far fram concurring 
jn the sentiments which his Majesty's Min. 
isters hase, eu that occasian, so recently 
expressed, we entertain opinieus directly 
opposite: we are Érmly persuaded of the 
necessity af a tetal change'in the present 
system of thaf country, and of the inmes 
diate repeal of those civil disabilities ander 
which sa large a pectiou of his Majesty's 
subjects stijl lahour ou aecount of their 
religious epinions. To recommend to Par. 
liament this repeal, is the frst advice which 
it would be our duty to offer to his Rayal 
Highness; nor could we, even for the short. 
est time, make ourselves responsible for 
any facther delay in the proposal of a 
measuee, without which we could entertain 
no hope of rendering ourselves useful to his 
toyul Highness or to our country. We 
have only therefore further ta beg your 
Royal Mighuess to lay before his Royal 
Highness the Prince Regent, the expression 
of our humble duty, and the.sincere and 
respectful assurance of aur earnest wishes 
for whatever may best promote the ease, 
honour, aad advantage of his Royal High.

HIGH TREASON 
SPECIAL COMMISSION, HORSBMONGER LANE, 
FEBRUARY 10. 

This Morniug the Court met, in pursuance 
ef-adjourniment, from Monday last, for the 
purpose of proceeding to the trial of the 
twelve men taken prisoners at the Isle of 
France, the particulars of whose offences have 
already appeared before the public. 

William Cundell, alias Connell, que of 
the prisoners, was put to the bar. 

Previous to the Jury being.sworn, Mr. 
Brougham, Counsel for the prisoner, put in an 
affidavit from Mr. Harmer, the Soticitor of 
the prisoner, which stated, “ That a Captain 
Wüloughby, now lodging at the Salopian 
Coffee-house, was a material witness on be. 
half of the prisoner, as-well as on behalf of 
the other prisoners charged with the same of. 
fence, as he could prove that force was used 


by the French to induce the British prisoners 
of war to enter their service, and that one man 
was executed for refusing so todo. This Gentle. 
man, however, was so ill, that he would not 
be able to attend for some time.” 

Baron Macdonald said, the affidavit was in 
itself so wholly defective, and of such a nature, 
as not to warrant the Court in complying 
with the request. 

„The Attorney General, in addressing the 
Jury explained the Law of Treason. He 


then stated, that the prisoner entered on board. 


the Laurel ship of waras a sailor, and was 
sent with her on the expedition against the 
Isles of France and Bourbon. ‘This vessel, 
after a desperate engagement with a French 
frigate, was forced to surrender, and taken 
into the Isle of France, where the crew was 
placed in captivity. Not long after which, 
the prisoner entered the French service, wore 
the French uniform, censorted with the sol. 
diers of that nation, and actually acted as a 
guard over his own countrymen. 

Lieut. R. Perceval Bereton was taken on 
board the Sea Flower by a French frigate. 
The prisoner had been sentry over witness 
himself, when he was putin close confinement, 


and had frequently, by his gestures, endea. 


voured to make him and the other British 
Officers as contemptible as possible in the 
eyes of the French Officers and soldiers, 


Mr. Brougham drew a glowing picture of" 


the miseries to which the unhappy prisoner 
and his companions had been exposed-—con- 
fined in a dungeon swarming with vermin, and 
kept upon an allowance of provisions scarce. 
ly sufficient to sustain existence, together with 
a variety of other hardships toa numerous for 
detail. From such wretchedness as this, it 
was not surprising that men, not possessed of 
the most refined feelings, should attempt to 
escape ; and as the first step towards an end 
so desirable, to get without the walls of their 
loathsome prison by the only meaus which 
offered, namely, by the trick, of entering into 
the French army, with a view not alone of 
procuring the means of alleviating their own 
distresses, but of rendering assistance to their 
country-men in thraldoin. 

The Jury retired, and after ashort con- 
sideration, returned a verdict of Guilty 
Death.—They however recommended the prin 
soner to mercy, upon the ground of his having 

eturned to his allegiance when the oppor. 
tanity offered, 
TursnAYx, FEB. 11, 

The Court met at half past nine o’cloek.— 

Cornelius Parker was put to the bar, aud 


the Jury being sworn, the Clerk of the Court 


read the Índictment against the prisoner, 
which charged him with four overt acts of 
high treason, simìlar to those which had been 
alledged- against. the sailor who had been cun- 
victed on the preceding day ; and therg was 
a fifth, namely that the prisoner did malicieus. 
Ìy and treasonably invite, incite, and endea. 
vour to persuaded John Young, a subject of 
the King, to enter into the French service. — 
The trial lasted till two o'clock, and a num. 
ber of witnesses were examined, Joseph 
Cartwright proved that the prisoner was 
boru in the parish of Sedgely, in Staffordshire, 
and continued there until he entered into the 
Staffordshire Militia ; from which it appeared 
in subsequent evidence, that he had volunteer. 
ed into the marine service, on board the Ma. 
gicienne, and was taken prisoner, and carried 
into the Ísle of France; where, after being 
imprisoned, it was praved, that he entered 
with a number of others into the French ser. 
vice, wore their uniform, bore their arms, and 
acted in all respects as a French soldier; and 
that he had endearoured to induce J. Young; 
a private marine, and also a British prisoner; 
taken with himself, to enter into the French 
service, saying, that he was happy at what 
he had done, and did not at all repent it.— 
Verdiet, Guilty. 

The next prisoner put to the bar was John 
Twecdale alias Tiweddle, charged with the 
first four overt acts as charged against the last 
prisoner. ‘Fhistrial continued till half. past 
five o'clock, It was clearly proved that the 
prisoner had répeatedly acknowledged himself 
to be a native of Liverpool, bred a saddler, 
and having followed business there ; that he 
was afterwards a private marine on board the 
Iphigenia frigate which was taken by the 
French, and carried into the Isle of 
France ; and that beiag coulined as a prisoner 
of war with a wumber of other British sol. 
diers and sailors, had voluntarily entered him. 
self as a soldier in the French service, wore 
their-uniform, bore their arms, aad acted in 
conjunction with the French troops’although 
he afterwards voluntarily surrendered himself 
ta the British on the capture of the Island, 
in preference to geing with the Freneh troops 
to France. The Jury found the prisoner 
Guilty. 
WEDNESDAY) FEB. 12. 

Charles Bird, was put to the bar, and the 
indictment was read, charging the prisoner 
with the samefour overt acts of high treason, 
committed at the Isle ‘of France, in the 
months of September and October, in the 
50th of the King, as were charged against the 
ether prisoners. 


The prisoner in his defenee told a long aad 
well connqgted story, in which he utterly 
denied his ever having joined the French ser. 
vice; but said, that he had made his way out 
ef the prison with a view to escape; that he 
had, by the aid of a friend, concealed himself 
in the town, working at his trade as a tailor, 
and that he-usually put on a French, maifgrma 


whenever he went out, to avoid being noticed, 


and taken up by the French soldiers 3; and 


that this was one of several uniforms he had 
taken amongst the spoils at the Isle of Bour- 
bon. He said that the whole of this charge, 
aud all he had suffered in consequence, arose 
from the malice of Elizabeth Westlake, whom 
he had fouud in a situation not to be described 
with a French Officer : that he had endeavour- 
ed to escape, and travelled six miles into the 
country for that purpose, but was taken, and 
conveyed to prison. 

‘The Jury returned their verdict— Not 
Guilty. 

John Quigley was next tried upon a similar 
indictment, The Attormey General felt par. 
ticular pleasurein premising on behalf of the 
Prisoner, that he had early shewn he was net 
a hardened traitor, but sincerely repented of 
his miscounduct, and earnestly endeavoured to 
return to his duty and conciliate his afficers. 
This, he hoped, though it would not acquit 
him in the eye of the law, would have its due 
eftect towards the mitigation of his punishment 
in the quarter only whese mercy could pro. 
perly be exteuded to him. 

Several Officers gave the prisoner an excel. 
lent character. On Captain Willoughby 
being called, the gallant Oftficer’s appearauce 
sensibly affected the whole Court. Shattered 
with wounrds, his head and face mangled, de. 
prived of one eye, and nearly blind of the 
other, he was led to the witness box, aad 
sworn. Upon being asked if he knew the 
prisoner at the har, he auswered, that he 
could not see him, but could revollect his. 
voice, if he couid hear him speak. The pri- 
soner then addressed him, ““ Captain Willough. 
by? here am Í your honour.” The Captain 
said he recallected his voice, and knew him 
well ; ‘said he had sailed with him two years 
and an half; healways cousilercd him a very 
expert seaman, always prompt in his duty, 
and obedient te his officers ; he had appointed 
him to his own gig from the recommendation 
ef Captain Daárvis, and regretted that he had 
no opportuniés of rating him higher. 

The Jury retunned a verdict of Guilfy, but 
strongly recommended the prisomer tu mercy. 
—Ädjourned. dere e se 
Trurspar, FEB. 13. 

John Smith, former!y a carpenter on board 
the Magicienne, another of the prisouers taken 
in the French service, oa the capture of the 
Isle of France, was put to the bar on the 
sitting of the Court. The indictment against 
this prisoner imputed to him, beside the overt 
acts, of his having entered the French ser. 
vice, and wora the uniform of a French sol. 
dier ; that he assisted the enemy in making 
certain engines of war, called slides to carrone 
ades; and that he enticed oac Johan M’Kenga, 
and certain other of his Majesty's liege sub. 
jects, to desert tlteir allegiancs, and. join the 
enemy.—= he Jury found the prisoner Guilty. 

George Armstrong was wezt put to the 

bar. The indictment against him was similar 
to that against the first prisoner tried. 
‘The prisoner, in his defence, said, he had 
teft his prison with a view of getting employ. 
ment as a shoemaker,- iu. which trade he had 
been brought up. He denied ever having 
served as a soldier, and mentioned his having 
attempted to escape to the British cruizers. 
Three witnesses were called in support of his 
assertions ; they bore testimony to his having 
worked as a shoemaker, and having attempte 
ed to escape, far which attempt he was severe. 
ly punished, having had his eye knocked out, 
aud his haad broken. NK 

The prisoner was found Guilty. 





OO ERIDAY, FEB. 14th, 

Samuel M'Ferluue, the next of the pris 
soner taken at the Ïsle of France, was put 
to the bar on a charge of High Treason, in 
adhering to the King's enemies. 

° Itappearedin evidence that the prisoner 
was a native of [reland, he went out of the 
French prison at Port Louis, entered tha 
French service, and wore the uniform of a 
French sòldier; that he attempted to eutice 
one Jokn Curties to follow his example—!hat 
he assisted in guarding his fellow contrymen, 
and that previous to his entering the Freach 
service, he expressed his determination so to 
do, in a manuer so unyq:ivocal, as te leave no. 
doubt that he was seriwus in such his intention. 

The prisoner, in a short address to tha 
Jury, attempted to-impress upon them a be. 
lief that he assumed the French uniform for 
the purpose of effecting his escape to England. 

The Jury returncd a verdict of Guilty 
Deuth; but recommended him to mercy on 
accont of his not haviúg been found in arms. 

CONCLUSION OF THE COMMISSION. 

Joseph Teäster, alias Pester, was then put 
to the bar. ‘The indictment against him was 
similar to that against the last prisoner. ‘She 
Jury having been charged, 

The Attorney-general spoke as follows se 
< Gentlemen of the Jury, the object of these 
prosecutions is to shew that offonders, such 
as the prisoner at the bar, aad those whose 
fate has been already decided, cannot escape 
the hauds of justice==a fact which it is neces. 
sary should be publicly impressed on the minds 
of $hose engaged in the military and naval 
services af the country, It may be proper 
for me to state that many mare persons than 
those who hare been brought ta trial, were 
found acting ina similar manner.
